Flu Vaccine Due 
In County Soon 


Deliveries Ahead Of Schedule

Thanks to quicker deliveries and 
stepped-up production, innoculation 
for swine flu in Collin County should 
be com pleted by the first part of 
Novem ber—well ahead of the flu 
season. 
According to Bob English of the 
State Dept, of H ealth Resources, the 
19-county D allas-Fort Worth region 
received m ore than 200,000 doses of flu 
vaccine this week, and the 
two- 
million-plus doses earm arked for this 
region is due in within the month. 
“ Fort Worth and D allas are han­ 


dling their own scheduling on m ass 
innoculation," English com m ented 
“ However, we plan to begin m ass 
innoculation in the sm aller counties— 
such as Som m erville, Rockwall and 
Hood—next weekend (Oct 9-10). And 
as the supplies increase, we will go to 
the larger counties,” he added 
English went on to say that he a n ­ 
ticipates Collin County—third largest 
in population in the 19-county a re a — 
will begin m ass innoculation during 
the latter p art of October. This is one 
month earlier than he predicted a p ­ 
proxim ately two weeks ago

To fully understand the cause 
and treatment of ulcers you need a 
smattering of knowledge about the 
belly. The more a person knows 
about the workings of the stomach 
the 
less 
he 
really 
understands 
ulcers. I see absolutely no reason 
why you shouldn't be as confused 
as I am about this problem that 
affects from IO to 20 percent of the 
population of the U.S. 
Not that anyone will really care, 
but the following is a simplified 
version 
of 
the 
"acid pepsin 
theory". This theory holds that 
peptic ulcers are caused by an 
excessive amount of gastric juice, 
which is as acid as all get out and 
contains a large amount of an 
enzyme called pepsin. This pepsin 
aids in the digestion of protein. 
When the gastric juice is present in 
excessive quantities, the acid will 
break down a protective barrier in 
the stomach called 
the gastro­ 
intestinal 
mucosa, exposing 
the 
underlying 
protein. 
After 
this 
happens, along comes pore old 
dumb pepsin, sees some protein 
and starts to digest it, not really 
caring that it is eating up its own 
stomach. This process is called 
autodigestion, and if it continues a 
peptic ulcer will usually result. 
It would seem the simplest way 
to control an ulcer would be to stop 
theflowof all gastric juice, thereby 
getting rid of the problem causing 
acid and pepsin. Perhaps the only 
thing really wrong with this idea is 
that the person would starve to 
death 'cause the gastric juice is 
vital to the digestion of food. So in 
the treatment of ulcers a happy 
medium has to be struck to keep 
the acid 
weak 
enough 
to stop 
tearing up the stomach lining but 
strong enough to digest the food. 
lf this is confusing, stay tuned for 
next week.

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Nance Family Recalls 10-Month Vigil 


Bv PAL L PARSONS 
GRANNIS, Ark (U P I) - 
One year ago today 24 
relatives quietly retreated 
into in Gene Nance’s red­ 
brick home to await the 
second coming of Christ and 
the end of the world 
They waited for IO months 
buoyed by their belief that 
God had spoken to several 
members of the vigil and 
told them the second coming 
was at hand. 


They talked like they 
would have waited forever if 
federal marshals had not 
evicted them from the three- 
bedroom. $15,000 house for 
failure to make the Farmers 
Home 
Adm inistration 
mortgage payments. 
In the glare of television 
cameras and newsmen's 
questions, the group silently 
walked out of the house 
under federal escort July 17 
The past two months have 


‘Not Back In Swing Of Things' 


brought numerous changes 
for the vigil members trying 
to readjust to the ordinary 
world of jobs, mortgages and 
bills 
“We're not exactly back in 
the 
swing 
of 
things.” 
Elizabeth Nance Bard said 
“ But we weren't in the swing 


of things before the vigil 
began either At first it was 
like the whole thing was a 
dream No one had any idea 
we d ever have to come out 
But it all strengthened our 
faith, very much so.” 
She said most of the vigil 
members have a job and a 
rn 


rent house now 
Two vigil 
members have purchased 
cars, she said 
In Mena. Juvenile Judge J 
B Stevenson has returned 
six school-age children to the 
custody of their parents The 
children were taken from 
their parents during the vigil 


because 
of 
Arkansas' 
mandatory 
school 
a t­ 
tendance law 
“It was kind of a touchy 
situ atio n ,” 
Stevenson 
recalled “ I think we ban 
diet! it real good There s no 
ill will on the part of any of 
the 
families 
And 
the 


children are doing real good 
in school again 


" I 
was 
assured 
the 
families were comfortably 
situated in rented homes, all 
w ith jobs They seemed to tx' 
real happy 


The vigil began without 
fanfare when employers 
noticed the Nance family 
members absent and their 
cars sitting idly in front of 
their vacant homes 
Both 


cars and homes were soon 
repossessed 
At the Nance home, vigil 
members said they read the 
Bible, prayed and talked 
There was no television or 
telephone 
They didn t go 
outside the house except on 
ran' occasions, such as to 
cut 
down 
a 
three foot 
Christmas tree last winter 
"It seems impossible to 
live this way indefinitely,** 
Mrs Bard said at the time

religions,” 
says the new prophetess,

discrim inatory 
against women. To the ex­ 
tent these religions are not 
overthrown,

deities the fen ales were 
gradually

Even in a male-oriented 
country 
like Japan 
the 
imperial family was blinded 
by

female 
deity, 
Amaterasu Omikami 
Enoki asserts that women 
lost their dominant role in 
society with the arrival of 
agricultural civilization, in 
which the physical strength 
of men gave them a clear 
advantage over women. But 
in today’s industrial age 
physical strength is of minor 
importance 
and 
the 
development of the pill has 
given women an instrument 
by which they can control 
their bodies. 
Enoki thus envisions the 
reemergence in the near 
future 
of 
the 
female- 
dominated 
society, 
and 
preaches Women's Light will 
be the spiritual guide for the 
new' female leaders. 
The holy symbol of her 


new religion is the sea horse, 
a species in which the male 
bears the responsibility for 
protecting the eggs and 
raising the young 
Enoki named four com­ 
mandments which will be 
the foundation of Women’s 
Light:

DEAR POLLY — W ater was accidentally spilled on 
the top of my veneered television cabinet. It was not 
wiped up im m ediately The result is a bunch of wavy 
ridges 
Other than a com plete repair job, is there 
anything to lessen these ridges9 — MRS. L.K.B. 
DEAR MRS. L.K.B. — I presume the veneer has split 
where it popped up. You might try placing a cloth that 
has been wrung out of hot water over these ridges to 
soften the veneer. Check often, so it does not make 
white spots. When ridges are pliable, furniture glue 
might be put under the loose pieces (a match or 
toothpick could be used to help spread it). When pushed 
back into place, wipe off excess glue. You can use a 
rolling pin or other similar object to roll veneer down 
flat, cover with waxed paper and weight it down in place 
with a lot of heavy books. Leave until glue is thoroughly 
dry, which might be a day or two. If this does not work, I 
think a professional refinisher will be needed. — 
POLLY.
